It is probable that 
where there is so much smoke there is 
some fire, and that an earnest attempt 
is being made to purchase these prop- 
erties. While denials of the rumored 
sale are freely given by interested par- 
ties it is undoubtedly true that efforts 
to Bn ago these plants have been 
made by English syndicates. A sale, 
however, is not a sale until the prop- 
erty is actually transferred. here- 
fore, while the denials may be made 
in good faith, the negotiations are still 
evidently going forward and will prob- 
ably reach a successful end unless un- 
foreseen accidents should happen.

The shipper has made two contradictory stipu- 
lations, neither of which he can completely ful- 
fill, and in consequence he has no claim for his 
lost goods upon either carrier or insurance com- 

any. And this dilemma is forced upon him under 
The very circumstances which should secure him 
easy indemnity, where the railroad company at 
common law would be clearly nsible except 
for the fact of the insurance. This ble loss 
of the entire value of a shipment is of interest to 
both = and consignees, and also to ever 
bank handling drafts secured by such bills of lad- 
ing (and to their consumers,) which may turn out 
to be nosecurity at all. The escape m this di- 
lemma lies in having the carrier expunge the ob- 
jectionable clause from the bills of lading. This 

as been done by some railroads, but the clause 
is still frequently retained. 
The roads have agreed to expunge the 
objectionable clause upon request of 
shippers, and in the case of cotton bills 
of lading it has already been done. 
Mr. Annan has been all through the 
south obtaining signatures to his doc- 
ument and the banks and merchants as 
well as millers are strongly represent- 
ed. The signatures of the St. Louis 
millers are attached and the millers 
and bankers of Minneapolis are strong- 
ly represented.

Tue American grain and flour trade 
has for several years back been regard- 
ing with so much natural apprehension 
the possibility of permanent dama;

and India, that the increasing claims of 
certain South American countries to 
emnience in the wheat-growing indus- 
try have been largely neglected.In view 
of the present congress of American 
states it is of great interest to consider 








our facilities and prospects for main-: 


taining our precedence in the grain 
and flour trade against our youthful 
but vigorous rivals of the south. That 
these facilities and prospects are not 
as good as they should be is very evi- 
dently the opinion of Mr. William E. 
Curtis, special mt of the depart- 
ment of state, who has been making 


an investigation in person.

SPEAKING of the extreme accessibil- 
ity of the South American countries 
and the cheapness of their products, 
Mr. Curtis says: 

The River Plate valley is more to be feared than 
India, Russia, or Australia as a competitor in 
breadstuffs and provisions Its possibilities are 
unmeasured, its productive area is greater than 
thatof the Mississippi valley, and its transporta- 
tion facilities are so convenient and extensive 
that vessels for Europe can literally enter the 
wheat fields and the ranches ere is scarcely 
a spot in the River Piate country, comprising Ar- 
gentine, Uruguay and Paraguay, more than 500 
miles distant from a navigable river, and our ad- 
vantages in this respect would not be greater 
than theirs if ocean aonmers could load at Pitts- 
burg, Kansas City or Minneapolis. 

The Rio de la Plata, or the River Plate, as it is 
commonly known, offers a more extensive sys- 
tem of unobstructed navigation than any river 
in the world, and, with the exception of the Am- 
azon, pours more water into the ocean It affords 
more miles of navigation than all the rivers of 
Europe combined, and more than the — 
with its several tributaries. The tide from the 
Atlantic reaches 260 miles up the stream, and 
ocean ships of 24 feet draught can find water 
enough the who’'e year at a distance of 1,000 miles 
from its mouth. Vessels of from 16 to 20 feet 
draught can go 2,700 miles into the interior of the 
continent, and a comparatively small. amount of 
money—a mere fraction of the sum that has been 
spent upon the Mississippi—will furnish a path 
for a 4,000 ton vessel from New York or Liverpool 
to the very heart of Brazil, by way of Buenos 
Ayres. The navigation of the Amazon is ob- 
stru-ted by natural obstacles, which it will be 
difficult to remove; but the Orinoco is open to 
large vessels, and the Rio Negro, in the southern 
wig of Argentine, affords access to Patagonia, as 

he Magdalena does to the interior of Colombia. 

Argentine, Brazil, Chiliand Uruguay are sup- 

lementing their natural transportation facilities 
y extensive railway systems, and will soon in 
this respect be as well equipped for commerce as 
Kansas or Colorado; and it is from them that we 
have cause to fearin finding a market for our 
——- and pastoral products. They can 

ace wheat on board a Liverpool steamer at a 
ower price than we can place it upon a lake 
steamer at Duluth, and can stow away carcasses 
of dr ef and mutton in refrigerator ships 
cheaper than our western ranchmen can land 
their live stock at Chicago or Kansas City. Not 
only are their transportation facilities cheaper 
and more convenient, but their cost of produc- 
tion is much less than ours, so that as rivals in 
the European food markets they will be formida- 
ble and dangerous.

Mr. Curtis states that the present 
exports of these South American states 
are almost wholly in the shape of raw 
products, but little manufacture com- 
paratively being carried on. He makes 
an exception in this regard, however, 
of the manufacture of flour saying : 


Chili has already driven the flour of the Unit- 
ed States off the west coast of South America, 
and now supplies Peru. Ecuador and Bolivia. The 
California millers are also beginning to feel the 
competition of Chili at Panama and along the 
west coast of Central America, and unless chea; 
er freights are offered from San Francisco south- 
ward, we shall lose a large and lucrative market. 

Argentine was an importer of breadstuffs a few 
years since, but the agricultural development of 
the pampasis so rapid and extensive that the 
present product not only supplies the local de- 
mand but furnishes an annual surplus, valued at 
$14,000,000, for export. esame is true of Uru- 
guay, which has also become an exporter of 
wheat and flour within the last two or three 
years, and has an enormous productive capacity 
now being rapidly develo by Italian immi- 

nts. The time is not far distant when these 
three countries will deprive the United States of 
the greater portion of its flour market in the 
West | Indies and South America, and will enter 
into active competition with us in Europe.

None of 
the water mills escape its effect, but, 
while some of them can make two- 
thirds or so of their usual output, 
there are two or three which are es- 
pecially bothered and whose opera- 
tions are irregular at the best. uite 
a lull has come over the flour market 
during the past week, it apparently be- 
ing due to the w ess Ca in 
wheat by. the government crop report. 
For about four days at least, the mar- 
ket has been the most inactive. Local 
millers, however, have considerable 
orders on their books, and they are 
holding prices firm, only picking out 
about such orders as suit them. It is 
contended that wheat is too high, even 
for present ge of flour, and millers 
feel strong their position. A cer- 
tain new country mill is credited with 
cutting prices a good deal, in order to 
get its flour prominently before the 
trade, but it not been followed 
very extensively. Foreign trade is us- 
ually reported light, though about 
everybody is well sold ahead on bak- 
ers’. Thecall for the latter grade is 
all that can be met. The direct ex- 
ports for the week were 55,070 bbls, 
against 51830 bbls for the preceding 
week.

About the middle of the week 
dealers began to show a disposition to 
buy flour, and in some cases quite fair 
lines were placed ; but the fact that 
agents. were generally advanced just 
when they were able to sell, made the 
volume of business less than it would 
otherwise have been. Agents were 
generally put up about 15c, and this

inneapolis, put an en e buying. 
During the free selling that prevailed 
for a couple of days, many agents 
found they vere cut of the swim, as 
other mills with fully as salable flour 
were cutting 5@10c under the best 
terms they could offer. By this it 
would look as though some mills de- 
sired to get orders, even though they 
made low figures to secure them. Val- 
ues have generally shown more weak- 
ness, and until this later advance most 
of the mills have been prepared to talk 
lower rates to secure business. The 
week closes with the market in a nom- 
inal condition, as, although agents 
have been advanced, they are unable 
to do any business at the higher rates. 
Stocks with dealers continue small, 
and on this account they are obliged to 
keep in the market most of the time, 
but their purchases represent only a 
car or so at once, as a rule. When 
they feel that it is safe to buy they will 
take a few cars, but when the market 
is dull, it is astonishing how long they 
can wait for supplies. A leading agent 
in describing the situation during a sea- 
son of dullness said: “I have had them 
come loafing in with apparently no 
more use for flour than anything—dis- 
posed to talk on any other subject 
until I have considered it a waste of 
time to even suggest business. By 
some reason or other the subject of 
flour would be brought up and appar- 
ently against his better judgment, the 
dealer finally consented to try a 
car, although he ‘does not need it.’ 
‘After the trade is made the manner of 
the chap changes entirely, and he de- 
sires me to telegraph the order at once 
as he is all out, and must have the flour 
at once. This is the way they come at 
us, and until the flour is sold we think 
we have done a bright bit of work to 
put in a car of flour where the buyer 
could have waited several weeks be- 
fore being forced to purchase. The 
fact is, that with the competition to 
sell so great as it is, buyers have the 
advantage of us all the time, and I 
actually believe if I had not been in 
position to make good terms, the chap 
would have sauntered out and bought 
his car from some other mill. They

Dealers will 
be anxious to get their grip on this 
flour when they find that the bakers 
are crying for it. Mr. Hillyer will op- 
erate in Amsterdam as well as in Lon- 
don. Heis personally acquainted with 
both markets.”’

The mills in Bpring tort have been do- 
ing fairly well the last six weeks, con- 
sidering the t market which 

revailed all over the country at the 
Feginnin of September. All the mills 
are running full time with orders com- 
ingins ily, and taking all the ac- 
cumulated flour} of several weeks ago 
to fill them. High grades, however, 
are mostly in demand. Bran and of- 
fals are dull. Wheat is rising in value, 
millers paying 70c at mill door. It is 
coming in gee J but mostly in good 
condition to mill (that is, it is either to 
be rejected or is sound No. 2.) 

A. R. Sprague has greatly improved 
the outward ap nce of his mill at 
Springfield, by coe | additions on 
each side and covering the whole with 
a flat roof. Mr. Sprague’s patent took 
the first premium at the Springfield 
fair. 

The Queen City Milling Co., Spring- 
field, beside other improvements, has 
added a new cornmeal outfit. 

John Ismert, of the Eisenmayer Mill- 
ing Oo., Springfield, made a trip to 
Kansas City last week. 

Walsh Likens, formerly with the 
Ash Grove mill, is interested in the 
new mill to be built at Greenfield. He 
reports milling as being good at Ever- 
ton the mill at which place he also 
operates. 

Carthage mills are all running fall 
time, Cowgill & Hill running both 
their mills and turning out about 700 
bbls daily. 

The new mill built at Fort Scott, 
Kan., by the Goodlander Milling Co., 
is said to be doing very well, beside 
being one of the finest mills in that 
state as regards mechanical equipment. 

Vance & Parrott’s mill at Pierce City 
is running at a lively gait.

Grain Trade Ruins. 


Under the above head the Philadel- 
phia Record of Sept. 23 mourns as fol- 
lows regarding the decadence of Phil- 
adelphia’s grain trade and elevator 
interests : 

Yhe Girard Point Storage Co. has 
$2,000,000 worth of property at Girard 
Point that is actually géing to ruin for 
want of business. The decline of the 
grain trade has taken away the com- 
pany’s earnings until the elevator 

roperty now practically yields no re- 
lav. he company has paid no divi- 
dends upon its stock for five years, the 
interest upon its bonds is now more 
than a year overdue, and unless the 
company shall speedily right itself its 
—— property will be in the sher- 
iff’s hands. This ruinous state of af- 
fairs has been brought about by the 
Pennsylvania railroad, which built the 
elevators and docks, developed a splen- 
did and profitable export grain trade, 
and then, after selling the og to 
another company, turned its trade 
aside into other channels and to other 
cities. 

It was in 1874 that the International 
Navigation Co.—controlled then as 
now by the Pennsylvania railroad— 
built the first elevator at Girard Point, 
which stood where elevator A now 
stands, and opened it for business in 
November, 1874. There were ware- 
houses on either side of the elevator, 
and vessels loaded not only grain, but 
provisions of every kind for foreign 
ports. An immense business was rap- 
idly developed, reaching its height in 
1876, ’77 and ’78. During a single year 
of that period the elevator loaded 15,- 





000,000 bus of grain into ocean-going | i880 


vessels, and for several years the grain 


export trade from Girard Point never | !%°2 


fell below 10,000,000 bus per year. Last 
year the entire exportation of corn 
and wheat from this city, with its four 
elevators on the water front, was only 
1,809,215 bus. 

In 1881 the Pennsylvania railroad or- 
ganized the Girard Point Storage Co. 
and turned over to it all the property 
at Girard Point, including the docks 
and elevator, and also 1,000 feet of 
river front property at Point Breeze. 
The new company took possession of 
the panes. in April, 1881, and on 
April 28 the great elevator and all its 
contents and a vast amount of pork, 








provisions and general merchandise 
on the wharves were totally destroyed 
by fire. The work of rebuilding was 
begun at once, but it took four or five 
months to tear a the tangled mass 
of twisted iron beams. At the same 
time the construction of another ele- 
vator was begun east of the old one. 
The new elevator was finished first. 

When both of the elevators were 
opened for business the International 

avigation Oo. took away its ship- 
ments of general merchandise from 
Girard Point, and left only the grain 
trade, which soon began to dwindle. 
By 1886 most of the grain business had 
been drawn away, and since then the 
traffic has been insignificant. The 
Pennsylvania railroad, holding the 
only approach by rail to the elevators, 
and owning $1,400,000 of the $2,000,000 
stock of the sto: company, held the 
entire situation in its hand, and the 
Girard Point Storage Oo. was power- 
less to hold the grain trade, which was 
rapidly sliding away to Baltimore and 
New York. 

The two great grain elevators at 
Girard Point have a joint por gg of 
2,040,000 bus. With their ample piers 
and admirable arrangements for hand- 
ling | ery eight vessels could be 
loaded at one 
elevators and their yard and dock 
facilities every bushel of grain now 
exported from the Atlantic seaboard 
cities could be handled without diffi- 
culty. Instead of this, elevator B is 
empty and idle, while elevator A con- 
tains a paltry 75,000 to 100,000 bus of 
corn, which is doled out now and then 
into lighters to be transferred to steam- 
ersin the Delaware river. Only two 
or three cargoes have been loaded from 
the elevator since last March, when it 
was pres: gman after a long idleness. 
Now and then a vessel lands a cargo 
of iron ore or general merchandise 
upon the piers, but most of the time 
the few employes at Girard Point have 
nothing but “leap-frog” and “hop, skip 
and jump” to keep them awake. 

Railroad monopoly has crushed the 
grain export trade of Philadelphia un- 
til it has fallen from 30,853,800 bus in 
1879 to 1,809,215 bus in 1888, and has 
reduced this city’s percentage of the 
total grain exports from 16 in 1878 to 3 
in 1888. This enormous decline is the 
result of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company’s disregard of Philadelphia 
interests, and was made possible by 
the hold which that corporation has 
had over the commerce of the city. 

The only feasible scheme for reviv- 
ing the grain trade.of the port lies in 
open competion by all railroads. To 
secure this end is the foremost object 
of the projectors of the Belt Line rail- 
road, and it is only by a free and open 
plan, such as is proposed by those gen- 
tlemen, that the trade can be restored. 
Baltimore prospers because of sharp 
railroad rivalry, and New York’s 
growth is due to the same causes. To 
both of these cities the Pennsylvania 
railroad has diverted o trade which 
should have come to this city, and has 
built them up at the expense of Phila- 
delphia. 

In the exportation of grain Philadel- 
phia has fallen away startlingly as 
compared with her sister cities. The 
following figures representing wheat 
shipments and showing the decline 
were compiled by the permanent sub- 
committee on alleged decadence of the 
commerce of the port of Philadelphia 
—a committee representing the board 
of trade, the commercial exchange and 
the maritime exchange:

From the above figures it appears 
that from a percentage of 16 in 1878 
Philadelphia descended to a percent- 
age of 3 in 1888, while New York act- 
ually increased her percentage from 45 
to 51 in the same term, and Baltimore 
fell off only slightly, from 20 to 15. It 
is such facts as these that are forcing 
upon the attention of Philadelphia’s 
business men the necessity for prompt 
and decisive action.

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The Interstate Commerce Commission. 


The interstate commerce commission 
met in Chicago, Oct. 1. The practice 
of railroads in deducting 5 lbs or more 
from each load of wheat delivered to 
them was among the matters receivin 
consideration. i case was that o 
Fred White, of Michigan, against the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Central. The 
specific charges were that wheat deliv- 
ered by the complainant at Dayton 
Mich., to these roads, had been charged 
with deductions for which he ed 
$300 compensation. It was affirmed 
that 5 lbs were deducted from each 
load, and sometimes as much as 9 lbs. 
The defense set up by the roads was 
that no complaint was made for viola- 
tion of the interstate law; that the 
charge was not of irregularity in the 
carrying. The roads claimed the 
amount deducted was barely sufficient 
to indemnify the company for shrink- 
age; they said wheat was stored and 
receipts given for it without charge to 
farmers, and that it was always the 
custom to deduct fractional parts of 
5lbs. They asked for a dismissal of the 
case on the ground that the charges 
did not claim wheat was delivered un- 
der the operation of the interstate law; 
that, as a matter of ry, es particular 
case occurred in 18 fore the law 
went into effect. Mr. ite’s attorney 
said that the only other remedy was a 
suit at law, which would cost more 
than it would return. The case was 
taken under advisement by the com- 
mission.

At the recent session of the commis- 
sion in Indianapolis, Ind., the case of 
the Hezsl Milling Co. against the St. 
Louis, Alton & Terre Haute road was 
pi ay at the request of the rail- 

’*s representatives. The complaint 
was unjust discrimination in rates. 

Testimony was heard in the case of 
H. Bates and H. Bates, Jr., corn mill- 
ers of Indianapolis, who charge the 
Pennsylvania road with unlawful dis- 
crimination in favor of corn over corn 
products. In July various roads com- 
peting for the carrying of grain to the 
seaboard, made a cut rate of 183c, In- 
dianapolis to New York, the Baltimore 


& Ohio taking the initiative. The rate | = 


on corn products was left unchanged, 
at 233c, severely militating, it was 
claimed, against the manufactured ar- 
ticle. The Pennsylvania company set 
up the defense that this was simply a 
forced reduction of rates because of 
the cheap transportation by water. In 
arguing the case, the defendant held 
that the commission could not inter- 
fere, unless all carriers of the freight 
be cited to appear and:take part in the 
proceedings. It was considered that 
the law would be fulfilled if each mill- 
er had an honest percentage of cars 
given him and all millers were treated 
alike, either in the country, in the small 
town or the metropolis. Counsel for 
the plaintiffs said that as wheat and its 
products are carried on similar and 
equal rates, the same was demande” 
for corn. 

All the cases heard were taken under 
consideration for future decision.

Of late, however, by reason of the 
transit arrangement in force at Kansas 
City, the St. Louis & San Francisco 
claims that the local rates have not 
been used on the other routes, but that 
the grain hasbeen moved through the 
Kansas City elevators at the through 
rates, the lines east and west of that 
point receiving their divisions only. 

is is said to deprive the’ of 
the benefit of the differentials conced- 
ed by the arbitration and to practically 
prevent it from obtaining any of the 
grain now being moved from southern 
ansas. It therefore asks to have the 
percentages applied to the through 
rate on wheat, which is said to be the 
only local rate now in existence. 
Chairman Walker has taken the matter 
under advisement and will give a de- 
cision soon. 


At a meeting of the western division 
of the northwestern freight association 
in Chicago, Oct. 11, the Burlington & 
Northern made a proposition for the 
disposal of the transit question. This 
was that transit be opened to the non- 
transit livres at 2c over the regular or 
flat rate. In other words, that the Bur- 
lington, Kansas City and Wisconsin 
Central roads be permitted to haul 
grain, flour and millstuff out of Min- 
neapolis on transit issued by the Mil- 
waukee, Omaha and the St. Louis 
roads. These last named companies 
were to redeem the transit at 2c over 
the regular freight rate on the product. 
This would be about 5c a 100 lbs, as 
the transit rate is about 74c and the 
regular rate 10c. The transit lines 
would thus give the non-transit roads 
5c per 100 lbs for all the transit stuff 
hauled by the non-transit roads. In 
consideration of this gift the non- 
transit lines were to to establish 
the special commodity tariff, which 
now embraces so much class freight, 
and class rates were to be advanced. At 
ths same time it was proposed that an 
effort be made to induce the Soo road 
to charge on seaboard traffic the same 
as the sum of the local rates by way 
of Chicago. The plan was rejected as 
impracticable by the other members 
of the association. The revenue from 
grain and its products at present is 
about five times as much as from all 
the class freight being hauled, and the 
scheme proposed, if adopted, would 
prove very advantageous to the non- 
transit lines.

Jos. Griswold, a sixteen-year-old boy 
employed at the one-stave barrel fac- 
tory, had his right foot crushed in get- 
ting off a train opposite the shop, 
Oct. 9, necessitating amputation be- 
tween the knee and ankle. The young 
man is a son of Chas. Griswold, a deaf 
and dumb cooper employed at the 
same factory, who is at present sick 
with lung fever. The family has lately 
had an unusual amount of sickness 
and other misfortune, and being in 
straitened circumstances, collections 
for its benefit were taken up at some 
of the shops, Saturday. 

The mills used less sacks for domes- 
tic trade last week, and took more bar- 
rels, the sales being 10,000 heavier than 
the week before.

aving - considerable stocks left 
over, and the demand is therefore un- 
usually light for this time of the year. 
Missouri dealers are reluctant to sell 
for less than about $7.50 per M, and the 
shops in the market have so far ob- 
tained most of their supplies from 
Wisconsin, at about $6.50@7. Those 
from the badger state, however, are an 
inferior article, The total number cars 
of stock reported unloaded last week 
was 21, of which 3 were oak staves; 9, 
elm staves; 5, heading; 3, shaved hoops, 
1 patent stock.

There has been little if any improve- 
ment in the demand for flour, but sup- 
plies of desirable goods are not large, 
and in view of the scarcity and high 
value of choice milling grades of 
wheat, holders are unwilling to sell ex 
cept at steady prices. In fact, some 
fancy old wheat Minnesota patents 
have been limited at slightly higher 
figures than prevailed a week ago, but 
receivers, as a rule, have been unable 
to obtain any advance except on job- 
bing sales. Local jobbers are pretty 
well stocked up, and not disposed to op- 
erate except in moderate sized lots to 
tide over current wants. Transactions 
in spring wheat patents have been 
chiefly at $5.15@5.35, but a few favor- 
ite brands can not be bought under 
$5.40@5.50 and are selling at these 
rates in a comparatively small way.
